It coata a human life for every 
880.625 tona of coal mined in 
1914, Or 4.02 for every million 
tona, and 1.99 deaths occared 
among each thousand men em- 
ployed in the industry, accord- 
inn to the annual report of the 
State Mine Inspector, O. I. Nor- 
wood. Fifty-three fatalities oc- 
caaiqned by 48 accidenta within 
41 mines is the record for the 
year, eleven more than id 1919 
or 1918, and while the number oi 
fatalities to the tonnage of pro 
duction is less 
years. 

Prof. Norwood said the seriotf 
phase of the sitnation is that th* 
numerical increase is doe to ac- 
cidents connected with non-ob- 
servance of rales in regard to 
riding motors and male cars, and 
the use of explosives, accidents 
the reduction of which most be 
accomplished through the per- 
sonal attitude of the miuers 
themselves. 

Prof. Norwood says that in the 
three inspections a year required 
by law are lo be made, he must 
have three more inspectors, as it 
la a physical impossibility for 
them to get around. In fact, 
some mmea should be inapected 
as many as five times a year and 
with his present force he if com 
polled to exercise discretion in 
deciding which mines can with 
most safety be inspected fewer 
than three times annually.

While 99 percent of the coal 
production of Kentucky in 1914 
earns from 25 couuties and com- 
mercial operations were conduct- 
ed in only 29 counties, adequate 
transportation fatalities would 
maxt commercial production 
profitable in 44 counties, 14 in 
the Western field and 80 in the 
Eastern. 

The total output of coal for 
1914 was 20,168,150 short tons, 
748,968 more than in 1918. The 
western field produced 7,794 807 
short tons; the southeastern 0,- 
187 824, and the northeastern, 
6,285. 519. Pike county leads in 
pro* uctiou aa follows, going up 
from fourth place and exchang- 
ing with Mobleuberg. which led 
in 1914:

The impression made here by 
the last note to Germany is two- 
fold. In dpclarmg that "Tbe 
Government will continue to 
contend for that freedom (of the 
seas), from whatever quarter vi- 
olated, without compromise and 
at any cost," the President has 
won again unanimous approval 
and unlimited support. This is 
neutrality to make both Ger- 
many and Great Britain respect 
aud observe all American rights. 

Bat the public satisfaction at 
tbis assertion of the principle for 
which America fought iu 1812, 
gives way to wonderment at the 
sting In the tail of the note — the 
"deliberately unfriendly" clause. 
This, it is pointed, is not the lan- 
guage of diplomacy, but of war. 
It is like tbe craih of a gun in 
the midst of a friendly discus- 
sion, and th6 American people is 
at loss to interpret it, especially 
as our warning to England was 
it the usual polite langu*ce of 
diplomacy, withonf any tendency 
toward an ultimatum 

It cannot be thooelit that tbe 
President *e<-ks war. It is possi- 
ble rather that he does not fore 
see the consequence* of making 
the issue the basis of an ultima- 
tum. To him the safe conduct of 
America travelers at sea i* a 
principle ; to Germany it is mere- 
ly a prscticai matter. A princi- 
ple cannot be adjusted ; a practi 
oal mgtter can.
